In lo oking b ack u p o n t h e dtfcuiTions w h ic h 
took place at \h e period w h en the c o nfe dera­ 
tion of the U n i t e d State* was under confider- 
a ti o n . I am always gratified by the difplay of 
lea rn in g and rcf earch, fu c red ita b le to our 
c o u n t r y , which th a t e x tr a o rd i n a ry occaGon 
called fo r th . N o t only the n a tu re and neir il i- 
ty 
o f g o v e r n m e n t were ably difcuflcd and 
e x p lain e d , b u t ex am ples derived from an* 
cient as well as modern times were e x a m i n ­ 
ed and compar ed ; 
th eir re f p r& i v e e x c e l­ 
lencies and defedts pointed o ut j and a r g u ­ 
ments and authoritie* of g r e a t w e ig h t were 
made ufe o f to latisfy th e people, and obtain 
their approbation of the co nft it uti on r e c o m ­ 
mend ed by the gen eral c o n v e n t i o n . 
I n this 
review «f ancient and m odern g o v e r n m e n t s , 
thofe models which moll ref-m bled the plan

H E following paper, the refult cf much 
invefligation aud anxious deliberation, 
is fubmitted to the people, in the hope that 
it may tend to fettle public opinion on an 
it) terr Biog que ft ion now in agitation— namely, 
bow fa r resistance to the general government 
may be ju stified as l a w f u l ? 
In looking oack upon the difcuffionc which 
took place at the period when the confedera­ 
tion of the United States was under confider- 
stion.l am always gratified by the dtfplay of 
learning and research, fo creditable to our 
country, which that extraordinary occsfion 
called forth. N ot only the nature and net? (h- 
ty 
of government were ably difcuflYd and 
explained, but examples derived from an­ 
cient as well at modern times were examin­ 
ed and compared ; 
their refpr£\ivc excel­ 
lencies and defers pointed out f and argu­ 
ments and authorities of great w e i g h t were 
made ufe of to fattily the people, and obtain 
their approbation of the couftitution recom­ 
mended by the general convention. 
In this 
review of ancient and modern governments, 
thofe models which moll rtfembled the plan 
eventually adopted, naturally claimed the 
mod minute and particular examination and 
an intimate acquaintance, there fore, was form­ 
ed with th* principles and pradf ice of tho 
Grecian Confederacies, as well as with thofe 
of the Dutch, the Swifs and the German 
Leagues. 
It cannot, however, hut create 
Come furprife that a model which more near­ 
ly refembled our own plan than any one of 
thofe which appear to have been exhibited at 
this momentous period, (liould have been 
palled by with with very (light or no atten­ 
tion. 
The prejudices that exiftrd againft 
England, and which had fpread throughout 
the country, mull have been the caufe of 
this oui I (Za an i fin ce, but for this reafon, it is 
not ealy to explain why the fcherne of go- 
vet mein that bad conne&ed us with England, 
was not, as it appears, cited by any one to 
illuftrate and recommend that which was 
then fubmitted to the coofideration of the 
people. 
I am aware that the combination of princi­ 
ples and power, which is confpicuous in the 
conilitution uf the United States, is gene- 
rally afcribed to the wifdom and invention 
of our fages and (latefmen. 
Few opinions 
however are lef* correct. 
But fo far 
from 
detracting by this remark, from the high 
reputation of thrfe diftinguifhed men, 
I 
afcube to them all that rare and ineftiniable 
prudence, which, in every fcienr.e, and in 
that ol government above all others, reje£U 
mere theory however plaufible, and appeals tu 
experience, as its fate and only certain guide. 
The fa A ho wever is unqueftionablc, that 
fo far from its being trut, that the idea of a 
federal government originated in the United 
States, and was unknown befoie the revolu­ 
tion, that it had exifted from the firft fettle- 
m*nt et the country ; It was the government 
which we bad always lived under, and beneath 
which our usages, and customs and laws bad 
been established. 
England and her colonies were, at no time, 
a consolidated government f but from the 
earlieft fettlemeiit of the colonies, the powers 
1 of government were divided between them 
and the parent country. And thus the Con- 
ftitution of England, together with the char- 
;er« and commit!! >nt to the colonies, cora- 


j pofcd the F e d e r a l C o n s t i t u t i o n of the 
1 empire. 
Such general.powers as concerned 
1 the whole were referved aud rxerctfed by 
England ; while thofe of a local or limited 
nature were afligned to the colonies, aud ex­ 
ercise! by them. 
In fuch a diftributioii of 
power, which, from its very nature, excludes 
a common umpire, each member of the con- 
federacy was conllituted the guardian and 
prote&or of the power committed to its keep, 
ing, and all, by an implied and mutual gua- 
rantee, became bound that each (liould abllain 
frtm invading the rights of the others. 
By the tenor of her confederation, the pa. 
r*nt Country, among other rights, po(Tc|T*d 
the power to declare war ; to conclude peace ; 
to make treaties ; to lalfe armies, to build 
navies ; to regulate trade with foreign na. 
lions, and between the confederates ; to coin 
money I sod to eftshhfh Fa il.Offices ,* while 
the Colonies pofFff-d thofe other various aud 
!<*! ut ary powers which were e xercifrd by their 
(eg (Ialive, executive, and jadicisrv depart- 
rneiiu. 
By turning to the CsnftitQtion of 
the United States, and reading the powers 
veiled in Congren, no one will require to be 
informed that tim body balds the same place 
in the existing conf tie r ct ton, which w*s had 
by the English J J'hum ent in tie ancient one. 
A id »o hke manner the pertjfd of the ^tate 
Conft 'U'tcnt will (lr w that th y are hut sub. 
si it ut $st incur new system, for the charter s 
a n i royal commissions, rn cur old one * 


I f then it be true, ss I believe »nd have en­ 
deavoured to (hew it to be, that theconnexton 
between the feveral States and the United 
States is, in all material points, the fame as 
that which formerly exifted between the Co­ 
lonies and England, a great and moft impor­ 
tant que (lion m»y be c«nfidered ss fettled. 
The precedents to be found in the hillory of 
the ancient difputes between ut and England, 
may be regarded as authority in fimilar dif- 
putrs, between the feveral States and the 
United States. 
Aud whatever it wa* fit and 
proper for the Colonies to declare then, and 
competent for them to do, for the protefflioti 
of their rights, againft unwarrantable en­ 
croachments of the general government, the 
States m»y do now in defence cf theirs, a- 
gainft the Gme ?.bufe of power. 
Should Congrefs, difregardmg the juft li­ 
mitations of the conftuution, upon any orca. 
(ion tranfcfnd their powers, and thereby vio­ 
late the rights referved to the States, or to 
the people of the Stater, such acts would be 
o f no binding fa rce, and might therefore be 
lawfully
